Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2-22 are allowed. 

Reasons for A llowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest a needle pointer type meter 
comprising: an index plate having a first through-vision section and indexes surrounding the first 
through-vision section; a movable body which has a second through-vision section 
corresponding to the first through-vision section; a needle pointer which is attached to the 
movable body and moves along the indexes around the first through-vision section; and a display 
device for displaying predetermined information to an observer located in front of the index plate 
through the first and second through-vision sections in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claims.
